LAID TO REST 



at Camden, Mew Jersey. 

Camden, March *1 — Between 11 
o'clock yesterday morning and 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon several thousand people 
viewed the body of Walt Whitman. 
The "Good Gray Poet** looked as natural 
as in life and those of his friends who 
had not t>een able to see him during his 
last illness were pleased to find his face 
as calm and placid as if he had just lain 
down to sleep. 

Among the friends and admirers of 
the late poet present were: George W. 
Child*, .lnlian Hawthorne, Colonel Rob- 
ert G. Ing^rsoll, Horace Howard Fur- 
ness. Dr. Daniel G. Bnnton. John Bur- 
roughs. J. H. Johnston, Lincoln L. 
Rvre. J. H. Stoddart, Francis Howard 
Williams. Talcott Williams, Dr. R. M. 
Buck. Thomas tl Larned, Horace S. 
Tranhel. Judge Charles Garrison, H. L. 
BotlseU. Rev. J. H. Clifford, Harrison 
S. Moms, Herbert H. Gilders. H. D. 
Bush, Julius Chambers, Thomas 
Eakms, A. G. Cattbll and v Edmund 
Clarence. Stedinan. 

At 9 o'clock the body was taken to 
Harleigli cemetery, in the outskirts of 
Camden, and a pubho funeral service 
held. As Whitman himself had wished, 
no clergyman participated in the exer- 
cises. The service was begun with the 
reading of the Scriptures and the dead 
poet's works by Francis Howard Will- 
iams, of Philadelphia. Addresses were 
then made by Thomas B. Harned, of 
Camden; Dr. Daniel C. Brinton, of 
Philadelphia, and Dr. R. M. Buck, of 
London. Out., the friend and biographer 
of Whitman. Colonel Robert G. Inger- 
eoll made the concluding address, which 
wo* tn eloquent eulogium of the dead 
porta life and works aud his service to 
the cai.se of democracy. The body was 
then consigned to the tomb, which was 
constructed under Whitman's direction 
three ycivrs a^o. 

STILL STARVING. 

Ruseiau ftatatu In Urgent Need of 
assistance. 

St Ppteksburo. March 31. — Reports 
r««4*«iv<"d froiu the American agents in 
the distressed provinces contradict the 
statements that have been cicrulated in 
the Uniied States that the peasants are 
in no farther need of assistance. These 
statements have create*! much anxiety 
among the peasants who are in urgent 
need of rorn, especially seed corn. They 
fear that the statements will deter 
Americans from sending further aid. 

Mr. Murphy, one of the American 
agents, will issue an appeal to the 
German-American people for aid. He 
says that there are in the distressed 
provinces 300.000 German colonists, 
2-20,000 of whom are Lutherans and 80,- 
000 Catholics, who are in distress, who 
appeal to'their kinsmen in the United 
States for aid. The crops have failed 
for several years, and there was not a 
drop of rain for nienty-two days in 1891. 
The colonists have been decimated by 
spotted and typhus fever. 

The government has done all in its 
power to relieve the sufferers, and has 
expeuded over 200,000,000 roubles. Aid 
must be speedy in order to be effective. 
If the German-American citizens will 
send a shipload of unground Indian 
corn the peasants will be enabled to 
grind part of it in their own windmills 
and to sow the remainder. Mr. Charles 
Emory Smith, the United States min- 
ister here, will see that it is properly 
distributed among the colonists, who 
have been instructed how to cook it. 

Death of ;n Old Judge. 

Baltimore, March 31.— Judge Peter 
Wood Crain, who was appointed to his 
first judgeship in ISM, died yesterday. 
He was eighty-seven years of age and 
his death was due rather to a general 
failing of his physical faculties than to 
disease, for his brain remained as bright 
as ever. Judge Crain was a well known 
and very popular character. After 
srrving for fifteen years as judge of the 
First judicial circuit, ho was appointed 
to succeed Judge Coclirane, of the court 
of appeals. In 1867 Judge Crain retired 
from the bench to resume his law prac- 
tice. 

Growing Wheat Injured. 

Waba6H, Ind.. March 81. — The recent 
windy weather, followed by cold rams 
and freezing, has inflicted serious injury 
on tbe growing wheat in this county. 
Prominent farmers estimate the damag. 
at from 25 to 40 per cent. Some fields 
are perfectly hare, and others are de- 
cidedly "spotted." Small fruit has also 
suffered sover ely from th e cold weather. 

London Woralugmeu Led by a Negro. 

Lon-oon, March 81.— A meeting of un- 
employed workingmen was addressed 
last evening by a negro named Wade, 
who made a violent speech. Wade put 
on a red cap and led the men to the 
office of the London county council to 
demand employment. The police met 
the crowd at thr eutrance to the office, 
in Spring Garden, atd forced them to 
retire. Wade and two others were ar- 
rested. 

Known at the State Department. 

Washington, March 81. — Inquiry at 
the state department fails to confirm the 
press dispatch from Indianapolis, Ind , 
that the On ted States had agreed to pay 
$20.0ou out of the contingent fund or 
the state department as damages for the 
murder of the Italians i n Ne w Orleans. 

Child ratally Burned. 
Columhus, O., March 81.— The four 
year-old son of Frank Ferguson, con- 
ductor on the High street line of the 
Consolidated street railway company, 
was fatally tmrnod yesterday. Hid 
clothes caught fire from a grate while 
bis mother was absent.

HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST. 



Two Thousand Five Hundred People In- 
jured and Twenty-Fire Thousand Fam- 
ilies Homeless and Suffering for Food 
and Clotlilng — Thousand* Will Die Un- 
less Aid Is Rendered Them Immedi- 
ately. 

CaLOOsTA March 31 —Dispatches from 
Mandalay. the capital of Burmah, say 
that a fire has been raging since 11 
o'clot k last nisrht. Three-fourths of the 
city is now in ashes, and the fire has not 
been checked. Among the buildings al- 
ready gone are the old palace, the new 
government telejrraph office, and two 
convents. The whole business portion 
of the <:ity has l>een swept away. 

The* loss of life has been between 
seventy-five and one hundred already, 
so far as known, and scores of persons 
have not lieen accounted for. No search 
has been made for bodies as the people 
have been fleeing to the open country 
trying to save their household goods and 
escape the intense heat which envelope 
the ruins. They are camping at a dis- 
tance from the city without food or 
shelter and calls for help for them have 
been sent out by the authorities. 

The tiro is said to have lieen caused 
by the coals from a (ire in a native's hut 
in tbe lower qnarter of the city. There 
is no provision against fire in the city 
and the jieople did not wait to fight it. 
but fled panic-stricken before it. The 
roads to Amarapura are crowded with 
fugitives, who will seek help in that 
city. The suffering will be intense, as 
the rest of the city will be destroyed 
and about 25,000 families will be home- 
less. 

Chief Secretary Symes has appealed to 
the English in Rangoon for aid. He tel- 
egraphs that thousands will die unless 
food and mt dicine for the injured are 
sent at once. Several physicians have 
left Rangoon for the city and food will 
be sent at once. 

The residence of Sir Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, chief commissioner, was burned 
and two of his servants mortally in- 
jured. 

The total number of those severely 
burned is thought to be about 2,500. 

Latest reporis say that the loss of life 
was underestimated. It may reach 200, 
and perhaps more, although many now 
thought to be dead may have been only 
missed in the confusion or may be or 
their wav to near-by villages in search 
of food aud shelter. 



DYNAMITE EXPLOSIO N IN PARIS 

It Proves to He Only An Esploslon of 
Gas. 

Paris. March 81. — The report of an 
explosion in- the building of the Credit 
Lyonnaise. was greatly exaggerated by- 
rumor. It appears upon careful exami- 
nation, that there was nothing more 
than a slight eaplosion of gas in the 
basement 

At first the news spread like wildfire 
that anarchists were carrying out theii 
threats of attacking the banking institu- 
tions, and that much damage had been 
done to the bank. The officials, how- 
ever, became convinced, after a thor- 
ough investigation, that the anarchists 
bad nothing to do with the matter, and 
that only an accident had caused the ex- 
plosion. 

Forty foreigners, suspected of being 
engaged in enArchical plots, have been 
ordered to quit France. The number 
included Germans. Russians. Swiss, 
Italians and other nationalities. They 
were given twenty four hours to get out 
of the country. Any of them found in 
France after that time will be im- 
prisoned. 

The services in the Church of St. 
Mem last night were disturbed by a 
riotous mob, who sang the "Carmag- 
nole," and were otherwise disorderly 
until disperse d by the police. 

LIFE'S BRITTLE CHORD SNAPPED. 

Deiitn of the ft«la;lan Mlulster of F6relci. 
Affairs. 

Brttssfu*. March 81.— The Prince de 
Chimay. Belgian minister of foreign af 
fairs, is dead. He has had a remarkable 
career. His full name is Marie Joseph 
Guy Henry Phillipe de Ricpiet, Prince 
de Chimay et de Carainan. and he was 
born Oct. ». 1S80, being the son of the 
celebrated Piince de Chimay, who came 
to the front when the resolution of UKK1 
made Belgium a nation and represented 
Belgium at The Hague. Frankfort. 
Rome. Florence and Pans. 

The late prince was notorious for his 
family experiences. In 1S57 he married 
Marie De Montesquieu Fezenac, l > 
whom he had three daughters. He 
married again about three years ago a 
lady al>out forty years his junior. His 
sister, Valentine, was married in April, 
1861. to the Prince Paul de Baulfreniont. 
from whom she was divorced, afterward 
becoming the wife ofRouinanian Prince 
Bibesoo. The validity of her divorce 
has been disputed by the courts. 
— „

veile, one of the most prominent attoa- 
neys of tbe Schuylkill county courts, 
died at his home in this place yesterday. 



DOESN'T two jN 8MOKE. 

Out New Powder iutt an Powerful as 
Any Forelgnrr'a. 

WAanroaTOK, March 81— Some very 
gratifying result* have been obtained 
with a hand-made sample of smokeless 
powder at the naval ordnance proving 
ground at Indian Head The tests with 
the powder made bv the ordnance 
bureau's chemist at Newport have hith- 
erto been confined to siuaII arms, includ- 
ing the one. three and mx-pound guns 
and the 4-inch rapid 'inng gun, prom- 
ising results having b»*m obtained in all 
cases. 

With charges about one-half those 
nsed with the ordinary powders the ve- 
locities were increased from 150 to 200 
feet i>er second with ne increase of 
chamber pressure. The naval chief of 
ordnance at the time expressed the hope 
that smokeless powder might t ome into 
exclusive use in all kuhs of 4-incb caliber 
and below i\ 

The test which has jw*. taken place 
was with a I inch gun and with an 8- 
incli gun. In the former weapon a 
thirty-three pound projectile was used, 
with a powder charge of five and one- 
half pounds. Tbe velo. uy obtained was 
2,1B0 feet per second at a pressure of 
14.6 tons. 

In the case of the 8-inch gun an 
eighty-pound projectile was used, ar is 
done in thb ioreign service. The powder 
charge was sixteen pounds and tliei" 
•was developed a velocity of 2,415 foot 
seconds and a pressure ot 13.0 tons. 
These results compare favorably with 
those obtained abroad under mu :h bet- 
ter conditions. This seems to settle the 
question, if any ever existed, of the 
merit of the naval smokeless powder. 

TRIED "TO KILL H IS FAMIlV. 

Bloody Work of Joseph Letghter, «n OM 
Soldier, at Klndl»... O. 

Findlay, March 31. -Joseph Leighter, 
an old inmate of the soldiers' home, at 
Dayton, who has a family in this city 
came home about a week ago and began 
abusing his wile and daughter. After 
breakfast Wednesday morning he>io- 
cured a hatchet and started to kill his 
two daughters, both young ladies, 
whom he blamed with l» ing the cause 
of the trouble between himself and wife. 

Before ai v of thefamily realized his 
intentions or could procure assistance, 
Leighter cut his oldest daughter down 
with a blow on her head which cleft 
her skull, a^d then attacked the second 
chilil in the same way. and in a moment 
she was weltering in the blood which 
flowed from ■ ghastly wouud in th* 
fo/ehead. 

His wife, coming to ih»- roscne ot her 
children, met the same fate, and all 
three are now lying ka the throe* nt 
death, while tbe inhuman father is ii 
jail, and laments the fact that all wei 
not inuantly killed, which he assert- 
was his full" intention when he tiegau hi- 
bloody work. 

Leighter has always ix en a dangerous 
man, and all his Ufa has l>een guilty o* 
many an inhuman act. serving onn teri^ 
in the Ohio penitentiary for shooting h'- 
little son. The wife and daughters arc 
respectablp and hard-working women, 
but the husband and lather has always 
been a drinker and desperate man 

None of the victims of th*. tragedy are 
likely to live .mtil evening, their wounds 
being of tbe most horrible character.

Hamilton, O., March HI..— Mary An- 
stett, aged eighteen, whose parents live 
near Venice, and who is n domestic at 
the Lake View hotel in this city, owned 
by Philip Stepp, was arrested, charged 
with having attempted to poison Stepp. 
his wife and four children bv placing 
poison in the eatables at supper Monday 
evening last. 

A doctor was summoned, and after 
several hours of labor brought them 
about all right. The matter was kept 
very quiet and from the pai>ers. Mayor 
Larsli arrested the girl Tuesday after- 
noon and drove her in a ump* to the 
station house. They were kept there 
all Tuesday night and released yester- 
day, as no proof could lie found. Who 
put the poison on tbe supper dishes bJ a 
mystery. 

Collision of KngUiee. 

Reading, Pa., March 31. — A fatal ac- 
cident occurred on the Frackville 
branch of the Reading railroad la«t 
night. A large engine with a train, 
which was coming down the steep 
grade, got beyond the control of the 
crew, and ran away. After running 
several miles the locomotive collided 
with a light engine, wrecking both, de- 
railing a number of cars and instantlv 
killing Joseph Troy and John Baner, 
brakemen of the light engine. They 
had gone to sleep on the platform in 
front of t*e engine. John Bull, an- 
other train man, was fatally injured. 
The engineers and others of the crew 
escaped by tumping before the crash 
came. 

May Amount to IW Itliona. 

Cleveland, O.. March 31.— As de- 
velopments are made in the Paige bank 
failure case, the situation becomes mo-o 
and more alarming. It is now rumored 
that two or three Cleveland banks who 
have spurious paper issued by Paige a 
such quantities as to make them exceed 
ingly shaky. The amounts involved ai. 
now pretty sure to amount to million* 
instead of thousands as was at first sup 
posed. Great quantities of paper issue' 
oy Paige are held in nearly every city of 
northern Ohio, but just how much of If 
is worthless has not vet been learned. 



New Yokk, March 81.— The body of 
Johanna Matzoni, an Italian woman, 
was found in front of No. 3 Sullivan 
street early yesterday morning. She 
had jumped out of a third story window 
and fractured her skull. Her husband 
says he recently discovered that she had 
been unfaithful to him aud cast her off. 
This drove her insane and led to her 
desperate act. The police are inclined 
to believe the Italian's story, but will 
make a thorough investigation.

At a meeting of the Mason County Democratic 
Executive Committee, Saturday, March 2(i, 1892, 
it was ordered : 

First— That a primary election be held in each 
of the voting precinct* of Maiton County, .Satur- 
day, April, 16, 18!rj, from the hour of 80'clock a. in.

A Clean Sweep This Year. 

G. B. Galbreath, of Murphysville, Ky., 
says that 50 percent, of Mason County 
Tobacco has been purchased, as com- 
pared with 20 per cent, same time last 
year. He also says the country is being 
cleared of all old tobacco, all scattering 
hogsheads of the past five years growth 
being bought up. He is one of the rep- 
utable shippers to this market, and says 
the 18!>2 crop will come on the market 
with the smallest stock held in the 
country for years.— Western Tobacco 
Journal.

Says the Winchester Sun: "The meet- 
ing at the Christian Church closed Sun- 
day night, March 27th, and will go down 
in the history of the church as the most 
remarkable revival ever held here. Rev. 



The Legislature was not in session yes- 
terday, having adjourned in order to give 
the Republican members a chance to at- 
tend the State convention at Louisville. 

One of the important measures now 
pending is the act introduced by Repre- 
sentative Dickson to amend the exemp- 
tion laws. The bill exempts $750 per- 
sonal property from execution, instead of 
a cow and a calf, a horse, a plow, etc., as 
at present. It is mainly in the interest 
of the poor man and mechanic in cities 
who has in his possession none of the 
articles exempted under the present law. 

The act providing for the election of 
special Judges of the County Courts says 
if for any reason the regular judge can 
not sit, the parties to the action may 
agree on some attorney to act as special 
Judge, and if an agreement can not be 
reached the attorneys present shall elect 
one of their own number to serve, who 
shall be paid at the same rate and have 
the same power as the regular Judge. 

The Spalding Fish bill prohibits seining, 
dynamiting, rock fishing, set nets, inch 
nets with rings from bank to bank, and 
requires fish ways over all dams. In view 
of the fact that U. S. officials are stocking 
all the streams of the State with food fish, 
free of cost, it is the opinion the meas- 
ure should pass. 

The bill to prohibit the playing of base 
ball on Sunday has been reported favor- 
ably. 

The bill to amend the statute on, "Turn- 
pikes, gravel and plank roads " proposes 
to substitute for the word " impassable " 
in the present law, the words " Out of re- 
pair, so as to interfere with ordinary travel 
or hauling." The bill also provides for. 
$50 penalty per day for every day in which 
toll is improperly charged. 

It is expected that a vote will be taken 
in the Senate to-day on the Separate 
Coach bill. Two important amendments 
have been offered. The first provides 
that each compartment of a coach divided 
by a good and substantial wooden parti- 1 
tion shall be considered a separate coach 
within the meaning of the act. The other 
gives the conductor and bis assistants 
police power. 

The bill on salaries fixes the Governor's 
salary at $8,000 per annum, without any 
perquisites except an unfurnished dwell- 
ing. The salary of the' Governor's pri- 
vate secretary is fixed at $1,500, Judges 
of the Court of Appeals $5,000 and Cir- 
cuit Court Judges $3,000, instead of $3,000 
as at present. All the salaries fixed are 
to take effect after the expiration of the 
terms of the present incumbents. 

Tha pending act to increase the school 
fund and to direct its receipt and dis- 
bursement, and direct the pay of County 

Superintendents, provides for the addi- 
tion of a tax of 1 j cents on the $100 to the 
school fund already provided, and directs 
that County Superintendents shall be 
paid for their services ]•"> cents each for 
the first 1,000 or under of all children of 
school age in his county, 1 2A cents each 
for all over 1,000 and under 3,000, lOcents 
each for all over 3,000 and under 5,000, 
7i cents each for all over 5,000 and under 
10,000, 5 cents each for all over 10,000 and 
under 20,000, and 2J cents each for all 
over 20,000. These amounts are to be 
paid out of the common school fund of 
the State. ^ 

OUR NEIGHBORS. 



The Books of 1891. 

The last number of Tho Publishers' 
Circular gives the usual analytic table 
of books published in England during 
1891. The grand total is 5,706, made up 
of 4,429 new books and 1,277 new 
editions. These figures show a slight 
decrease on those of the previous year, a 
larger decrease on those of 1889, aud a 
very considerable decrease when com- 
pared with the grand total of 1888, which 
was 6,591. There has been no material 
variation of recent years in the propor- 
tion of the several classes, except that 
novels are still growing steadily. Since 
1880 the total number of novels (new and 
old) published in a year has increased 
from 580 to 1,216, or more than twofold, 
and miscellaneous (including pamphlets) 
has increased from 853 to 781, again 
more than twofold. 

On the other hand, arts, sciences and 
illustrated works have decreased from 
479 to only 116, or less than one-fourth; 
and theology has decreased from 975 to 
627. The annual output of poetry seems 
to remain constant at between 100 and 
170 volumes; while the new editions of 
old poetry, which come into competition 
with contemporary verse, also remain 
pretty constant between 40 and 70 vol- 
— London Academy.

A Railway to the Source of the Amazon 

The government of Bolivia has granted 
to Fernando Cerdena, an Argentine 
engineer, an important concession for 
the construction of a railway from 
Oruro. Bolivia, to the head of navigation 
on the Amazon river, in the heart of the 
rubber region of Bolivia. The construc- 
tion of this road will connect the min- 
eral regions of Bolivia with the Atlantic, 
and thus give cheap transportation to 
Europe. 

The government of Bolivia has guar- 
anteed Senor Cerdena 6 per cent, inter- 
est annually for twenty years on the 
capital invested, has given him nine 
miles on each side of the proposed line 
from which to take materials for con- 
struction purposes, and in addition has 
granted him 100 square leagues of land, 
to be taken at intervals from the terri- 
tory adjacent to the road.— London En- 
gineer. 

A Precaution Against Influenza. 

Of all the precautions taken against 
the spread of influenza none are more 
thoroughly good in intentions than those 
which have been adopted at Dover. The 
authorities there have posted up notices 
to the effect that a penalty of five pounds 
will be inflicted upon persons exposing 
themselves in public places when suffer- 
ing from the malady. But it is disputed 
whether the malady is contagious, 
though that it is so has become the gen- 
eral belief. -London Tit-Bits.

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"UNCLE TOM'S CABIN.' 



Mrs Stowe Got the Inception of Fa 
mons Story Daring a Visit at 
Washington. 

It may not be generally known, but 
such is a fact, that Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe got the inception of her "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin "during a visit to the family 
of the late Colonel Marshall Key, at 
Washington, this county. She had made 
the acquaintance of one of Colonel Key's 
daughters, it seems, while the latter was 
visiting or attending school in the town 
in which the great novelist resided, and 
afterwards Mrs. Stowe visited Miss Key 
at her homo in Washington and remained 
quite a while. Her predilections, of 
course, being against slavery, she was on 
the outlook for anything she could make 
use of against it. 

Frequent sales of slaves took place in 
the court house yard and the lady had 
a good opportunity to see and hear how 
such affairs were conducted, and, from 
other things, to note the workings of the 
institution of slavery in general. Her 
fertile imagination was not long in seizing 
hold upon such a fritful theme as the 
foundation of a story that has had such a 
run as few works of fiction has ever at- 
tained, old and young devouring its 
pages with equal avidity ; and it seems a 
pretty generally received opinion that 
it had as much to do with precipitating 
the war between the States as any other 
cause. Be that as it may, it must be 
conceded by all "fair-minded people" that 
the authoress of Uncle Tom's Cabin has 
had her name made immortal by the 
book. 

The writer has recently learned from a 
trustworthy source that a gentleman be- 
ing in New York City at one time, went 
to see the dramatized play of " Uncle 
Tom's Cabin " and was equally surprised 
and pleased to see, as part of the scenic 
performance, a reproduction of the old 
court house and yard at Washington, an 
well as Taylor's store on the adjoining 
corner, with the old sign of "Taylor and 
Green " above the door. This appears 
to be pretty conclusive evidence that 
what was stated in the outset is true.
